to proceed. 

A certain reviewer, while kindly disposed on the whole, 
remarks that we have wasted much space by the inclusion of 
books the authors of which are known to the proverbial school 
boy. I may remind him that the same criticism may be made 
of any dictionary ; that the Oxford dictionary includes such trite 
terms as « dog i), « cat », « critic )), etc. The distinction between 
what is « known » and what is not generally known is a fine 
one, and might take more time and involve more disputes that 
the book itself.
